SAILORS GET GUNS FOR HUNT

Narrow Escape of the Andy Mahoney
Schooner—Pilots Say Waterspout is
Not Unusual Off Oregon Coast in Bad

A waterspout at the moh of the

river on Monday placed the schooner
Andy Mahoney in a dangerous position
for a short while, according to the story
of mombers of the ¢rew when they ar-
rived in Portland, During a squall, when
the vesse]l was between Tillamook 1ead
and the lightship, a waterspout was
observed coming rapidly toward the
ship and growing larger every minute.
